tition-blasting sound quality of this dbx sys- 
tem for yourself, in your own listening room.

range composes 90% of the music you hear. 
So each dbx satellite speaker was painstak- 
ingly engineered with an ultra-efficient 
midrange driver and tweeter. 

The 4%” midrange driver is designed to 
effortlessly reproduce all the frequencies 
between 180Hz and 4,000Hz with stun- 
ning clarity and unmatched brilliance. 

Its secret is a special carbon filling. The 
filling effectively deadens and stiffens the 
driver’s cone. So distortion from ‘standing 
waves’ (undesirable audio signals caused 
by the flexing of the driver) is, for all practi- 
cal purposes, completely eliminated. 

So, possibly for the first time, you'll ex- 
perience the thrilling realism of truly 
distortion-free midrange from all your 
tapes, albums and CDs.

But, before we examine each meticulously 
crafted driver, let’s discover what allows 
these audiophile giants to stand toe-to-toe 
with speakers costing $1,000 or more. 

STEREO IMAGING EXPLAINED 

It’s the imaging. The Soundfield V Stereo 
Imaging Speaker System doesn’t just repro- 
duce sound. It creates the illusion that the 
musicians are actually playing in front of you. 

You see, musical sounds can actually 
come from hundreds of different locations. 
But, you can tell, even when your eyes are 
closed, what direction they’re coming from. 

That’s because your brain interprets the 
millisecond differences between the time 
the sound reaches your right and left ears. 
And, that’s how you can tell from what 
direction a particular sound originates. 

This is EXTREMELY important to stereo 
imaging. When music is recorded, especially 
complex classical compositions, the music 
comes from different instruments and dis- 
tinctly different directions. 

In an orchestra, the violins are to your 
left. The cellos and double basses to the 
right. The violas are facing you. And, the 
percussion, woodwinds and brass are to the 
rear. This is called a sound stage. 

Unfortunately, when you listen to your 
stereo system, the sound only comes from 
two confined sources, your speakers. 

But, stereo imaging speaker systems are 
designed to create the illusion of a sound 
stage. The sound seems to be coming from 
different sources and places. Just like you'd 
hear during a live performance. 

So, how do the dbx Soundfield Systems 
create such true-to-life stereo imaging?

The true test of a speaker system is how 
close to ‘live’ it sounds.

FIRST THE EQUALIZER 

YOUR STEREO’S HIDDEN SOUNDS 

Your stereo can sound oh, so much better. 
A roll-off at the high end alone, up around 
14,000Hz to 16,000Hz, can just decimate 
the harmonics that give you the open feel- 
ing you'd experience at a live concert. 

A similar roll-off at 60Hz causes the fun- 
damental bass notes to just fade away into 
the ‘murk.’ And, a ‘washed-out’ midrange, 
around the 800Hz to 2,000Hz range, can 
make your favorite vocalists fade into the 
instruments, and sound unsatisfying. 

Enter BSR. An equalizer isn’t some mag- 
ical device that manufactures sounds that 
don’t exist.

TOTAL MUSICAL CONTROL 
And, what control. Forget bass and treble 
controls that simply boost everything from 
the midrange down for bass or everything 
from the midrange up for treble.

63Hz and/or 125Hz to animate specific 
areas or instruments. 

And, when you boost the part of the bass 
you like, you won’t disrupt the midrange 
frequencies and make your favorite singer ` 
sound like he has a sore throat.

As you listen to your records, FM, CDs, 
cassettes or any ‘Aux’ input, any time you 
push the tape monitor switch on your re- 
ceiver, you'll hear your music jump to life. 

The output of your receiver is always fed 
directly to your tape deck(s) for recording, 
and with the touch of a button, you can 
choose to send an equalized or non-equ- 
alized signal to your deck(s). 

When you want to listen to a tape deck, 
just select which tape deck you want. Turn 
the switch on the equalizer. And, your tape 
deck will work exactly as it did before. Ex- 
cept now, you can listen with or without 
equalization.

You can dub tapes 
from deck 1 to deck 2, or from deck 2 to 
deck 1 with or without equalization.

When you drive the amplifier too hard, it 
clips and you end up with distortion. 

A subsonic filter removes.a lot of sub- 
bass musical material you can’t hear that 
exists below 20Hz. So, it relieves your am- 
plifier of a lot of work. It doesn’t actually 
create more watts (please, no letters from 

my technical friends) for your amplifier. 

But, it’s like turning off the air con- 
ditioner in your car. It saves you using about 
7hp of what you have. And therefore, you'll 
have more watts for clean, powerful sound. 

THE SPECTRUM ANALYZER 

Now you can scientifically analyze your 
stereo listening room and test your equip- 
ment by using BSR’s Real-Time Frequency- 
Spectrum Analyzer. It’s amazing. 

Plus, forget seeing your music as asingle, 
difficult-to-understand level on a VU meter. 
Now, you can thrill to a kaleidoscopic parade 
of 10 individual 20-element VU meters. 

Each is precisely tuned to a specific octave 
of the sound spectrum. An eleventh 20- 


element meter averages all levels. 

The effect is awesome. You can visually 
isolate a string bass or cymbal. And, you'll 
actually see each individual instrument of 
your music almost as a wave Moving across 
the 220 individual florescent elements. 

THE MOUTH AND EARS 

Pink Noise is the standard composite 
‘sound’ of all frequencies used for testing 
in labs around the world. All frequencies 
from 20Hz to 20,000Hz are generated at 
the same level at the exact same time. 

It listens, too. If you’re testing a cas- 
sette or component in your system, use the 
‘Line Button’. If you’re testing your whole 
system with speakers, use the matched 
Calibrated Electret Condenser Microphone 
(included) to get the best sound possible. 

Either way, you'll have a quick, easy and 
accurate way to evaluate the total sound of 
your entire stereo system. Now your system 
can explode with technically-clean sound. 


And, you'll infuse your music with new life. 


HOW TO TEST 
SPEAKERS, EQUIPMENT AND TAPE 
Testing your speakers in your listening 


room is the really crucial test. Simply place, 


the Calibrated Microphone where you nor- 
mally sit to listen to your stereo. 

Turn on the Pink Noise. You can switch 
to Left Channel, Right Channel or both. 
There’s a meter-range button, a sensitivity 
control and even a switch, so you can freeze 
the meter dead in its tracks. 

Just sit down at the equalizer. Start with 
one channel. You'll see all 10 octave bands 
on the meter. Just slide the corresponding 
controls to increase or decrease any fre- 
quency range that needs a boost or cut. 

You have now set up your system to its 
maximum capability. But, as you'll see, 
location is very important. Move the micro- 
phone 5 feet to the left or right. 

Then, turn on the Pink Noise and check 
the Spectrum Analyzer. Now you can see 


- why the specifications that come with your 


system are only a starting point. 

Here’s a way to test your tape deck and 
tape. First, record Pink Noise for 3 minutes 
at -20VU. Then, play it back and note the 
readings on the VU meters. 

Now record the Pink Noise again at OVU 
or +3. Wait till you see how much the high 
end falls off. Now you'll see why all tape 
deck specifications are listed at -20VU. 

With the Equalizer/Analyzer, you can 
enjoy the finest stereo sound from your sys- 
tem and be a test lab, too.
